Send your order now with

one dollar for 1800,

RESULTS IN ACQUITTAL

Verdict for Defendant in Case Erought
Under Smoke Law.

Conrt Rules That Eﬁli!nlnun From

Smokesntack Muxt Constitate Nul-

sance in Order to Convict.

The case of Mr. . G. Staples, chargsd with
Laving violited the smoke law ut the Na-
tional Hotel, published In yesterday”
Star, resulted in a verdiet of acguittal. Th!
result followed the construction placed upon
the law by Judge Scott. Prosecutlng At-
terney Mullowny noted an exception to the
Judge's ruling, amnd gave notlce that he
wionhi » the case to the Court of Ap-
peals

After The Stir's report closed yesterday
afternoon Attorney H. F. Woodward, for
the defense, ealled a,number of witasses,
whe declared that the smule from the Na-
tional Hotel =mokestack was not a nulsance,
=0 far as they were concerned, and that the
smoke nad not injured thelr property In any

s

respert.

Mr. Mullowny objected to the introduc-
tion. of this testimony. The law, he ar-
1

declires that such smoke s a public
e, amd, he safd, it s not for wit-
nesses (o sav that Congress had no au-
thority to deciare it to be a nwisance. He
read the law to the court, as follows:

“That the owner, agent, s5ee OT Oeru=
pant of any bunilding of any description
from the smokestack or chimneys of which
there =hall tssue or be emitted thick or
doy black or gray smoke or cinders with-
in the Distriet of Columbia on or after the
iy above named shall be deemed and held
gullty of creating a public nuisance and of
viulating the provistons of this act.”

Judge Seott overruled the objection and
admitted the testimony.

The Law Construed.
The court’s construction of the law 18

shown In a prayzr of the defense, which
Teads:

“The jury are instructed that unless they
believe, from the evidence, that the dense
or thick black or gray smoke emitted from
the defendant's chlmpey on the 1Uth day
of October, 1814, was of a nature detri-
mental to the property which was close
enough In proximity to it to be affected by
it injuriously, or was of & pature to be an-
noying to the publle at large, then it was
not and did not constitute a publle nul-
sance, and the defendant should be ac-
quitted.”

The prosecuting attorney noted an excep-
tion to the granting of this praver. A
prayer submitted on behalf of the prosecu-
tion asking a different construction of the
law was not granted.

In view of the court's ruling, Mr. Mul-
lowny made no address to the jury, and a
verdict of sequittal was rendered.

AMUSEMENTS,

PADEREWSKI'S RECITAL.—An au-
dience =ald to have been the largest that
ever altended a concert In this city greeted
tha great Pollsh pianist, Jen Ignace Pad-
erewskl, on the occasion of his recital at
the Columbla Theater yesterday afternoon,
Paderewsk!l himself had held the financtal
record of reclitals. but yesterday he ex-
ceeded his own record by several hundred
dollars. Every seat In the house was oecu-
pled, as was all the avallable standing
room. and this vast concourse of people
was largely composed of women and glrls,
who before the recital began Kept up a per-
feot chatter of conversation, which sounded
Hke the rustling of leaves bhefore a brisk
wind. When the great planist made his ap-
pearance he was loudly applanded. He has
ageil In appedarance, aod hiz face fs fuller
than formerly, though ft still cetaing the
spirituelle expression that, together with
his mass of tousled tawny halfr, was his
trade-mark when he first came to this
country. There Is no question that Pad-
erewski has developed intellectuoally sinee
his last wvisit here. He plays with more
feeling, more vitality, more effacement of
self. To the masiclan and the lover of mu-
sie only the work of the artlst = consid-
eraed, and in this case the resylt is perfectly
matisfactory. Paderewski =cems to have
grasped the luner meaning of the works he
Interprets, and to be able to present the
composers’ hest thoughts. He justifies all
the praise that I8 bestowed upon him, for
his genius unlgue and positlve,

His pruogram yesterday was sufflelently
varisd to satlsfy the most captious musteal
taste. It Included Bach, Becthoven, Schu-
mann, Chopin, Rubinsteln, Strauss, Liszt
and a minuet of his own composi-
tlon.  The intricactes of the Liszt ar-
rangement of the Bach fantasia and
fugue in A minor were glven with.an
case and grace that charmed hig agdi-
enee and was an agreeable preparation
for the Beethoven Fantasia Appessionata,
which fol'owed. Im thi= he was heard to
peculiar advantage, and he brought out e
effeets in eplendid style. Perhaps his wark
was more masterly In this than in any
other selection, for It was most enthuslas-
teally applauded. Then eame the Liszt ar-
rangement of two of Schumann's songs,
“Hark! Hark! the Lark”™ and the *“Erl
King.” both of which were magnificently
pluyed, the delleate work In the first form-
ing a fine contrust with the weird and dra-
nuctic treatment of the seeond. A group of
Chopin numbers showed the plantst's |y M-
pathy with that composer, vach number be-
ng given with poetle feeling and excelent
tonal coloring, the Military Polonalese re-
ceiving so much appiause that an encore
would have been inslsted upon had he not
wisely varied the arrangement of the group
und played the etude op. W, No. B, last.
The Rubinstein Barearolle was beautifully
played, as was his own minuet In A minor,
although this will never be as popular as
his first minuet In F. Tausig's arrangement
of Struuss’ waltz, “Man lebt nur elnmal,”
was pluyed In splendid style, and the Iiszt
Hungarian Rhapsody No. 6 was glven with
all the fire, fecllng and effect that it de-
manded. This final number worked the au-
dlence Into such a pitch of enthuslasm that
the applause contlnued and would not Cense
untll the pisnist returned and played again.

The recital was undoubtediy one of the
mogt, f not the most enjoyable, musical
events in years. It demonstrated Puode-
rewsakl’s continued popularity and that his
hold upon the publlc fs fally justified by
hig grent genlus. To a technieal skill that
s marvelous he #dds a perfect knowledge
of the u of the pedals unsurpnssed by
#ny other performance. Back of this mere
mechanical skill i& an intellectuality that
ciables him (o selze the composers’ mean-
g and A magnetie personallty that inter-
Preis this meaning to his listeners, making
thiem feel with him the beautles of the
works playved. In variety of equipment Pa-
derewskl s not surpassed, it equaled, by
any plamist now before the public.
